Sir, —  In  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  the  trustees 
of  The  Boston  City  Hospital  present  the  following  report 
of  its  condition  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1941. 

This  is  the  seventy-eighth  annual  report  of  the  Hos- 
pital Department,  which  consists  of  the  Main  Hospital, 
the  South  Department  for  contagious  diseases,  the 
Sanatorium  Division,  the  East  Boston  Relief  Station. 
The  Convalescent  Home,  which  was  operated  from  1890 
to  1932,  is  at  present  closed.  The  Haymarket  Square 
Relief  Station  has  been  in  custody  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  since  May,  1938.  The  West  Department 
was  transferred  to  the  Public  Works  Department, 
February,  1939. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  was  organized  on  May  5,  1941, 
by  the  election  of  Mr.  Carl  Dreyfus  as  President,  and 
Dr.  Martin  J.  English  as  Secretary.

Expenditures. 

The  total  expenditures  for  all  departments  of  the 
Hospital,  excepting  Sanatorium  Division,  during  the 
fiscal  year  were  $3,280,980.82.  Of  the  total  operating 
expenses,  $2,682,752.69  was  expended  on  the  hospital 
proper  and  its  subdivisions;  $289,794.53  on  account  of 
the  Out-Patient  Department;  $266,472.46  on  account 
of  the  South  Department;  $27,574.41  on  account  of  the 
East  Boston  Relief  Station,  and  $14,386.73  was  spent 
by  the  Works  Progress  Administration  for  purchase  of 
supplies  and  materials  for  hospital  buildings  renovation. 

Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Pathological  Laboratory, 
$71,028.51,  $68,187.37  is  included  in  the  hospital  proper 
expenditures,  $1,420.57  in  the  Out-Patient  Department, 
and  $1,420.57  in  the  South  Department  expenditures. 
The  entire  amount  spent  on  the  Thorndike  Memorial 
Laboratory,  $77,247.17,  is  included  in  the  hospital 
proper  expenditures.  Of  the  $96,568.56,  total  amount 
spent  on  the  X-Ray  and  Photographic  Department, 
$45,387.22  is  charged  to  the  hospital  proper  and 
$51,181.34  to  the  Out-Patient  Department.  Of  the 
total  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Physical 
Therapeutics,  $21,592.06,  $4,102.49  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper,  $17,273.65  to  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment and  $215.92  to  the  South  Department.  Of 
the  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of  Immunology, 
$5,574.60,  $111.49  charged  to  the  hospital  proper, 
$4,905.65  to  the  Out-Patient  Department  and  $557.46 
to  the  South  Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the 
Clinical  Laboratory,  $29,240.77,  $27,486.32  is  charged 
to  the  hospital  proper  and  $1,754.45  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department 
of  Surgical  Research,  $15,571.07,  $7,785.53  is  charged 
to  the  hospital  proper  and  $7,785.54  to  the  Out-Patient 
Department.  Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department 
of  Oral  Surgery,  $8,424.84,  $1,179.48  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper  and  $7,245.36  to  the  Out-Patient  De- 
partment. Of  the  amount  spent  on  the  Department  of 
Social  Work,  $60,708.37,  $26,711.68  is  charged  to  the 
hospital  proper,  $33,389.60  to  the  Out-Patient  Depart- 
ment and  $607.09  to  the  South  Department.  Of  the 
amount  spent  in  ascertaining  the  settlement  of  patients, 
$5,736.59,  $5,507.13  was  spent  on  the  hospital  proper 
and  $229.46  on  the  South  Department.

In  Table  No.  2  the  expenditures  of  the  hospital  proper 
and  the  South  Department  are  combined  under  the 
title  "Main  Hospital." 

Paying  Patients. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  collected  for  the 
care  and  treatment  of  patients  of  all  classes,  except- 
ing those  at  the  Sanatorium  Division,  the  sum  of 
$272,044.32. 
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Contracts. 

The  contract  of  the  Otis  Elevator  Company  for  fur- 
nishing Otis  Elevator  Service  to  elevators  was  renewed 
for  the  year  1941,  in  the  sum  of  $11,460  per  year. 

A  contract  in  the  sum  of  $50  per  month  was  awarded 
to  Mr.  Benjamin  B.  Hatch  for  monthly  inspection  of 
auxiliary  Fire  Alarm  System. 

On  December  29,  1941,  bids  for  the  modernizing  of 
electric  distribution  system  were  opened.  The  award 
of  the  contract  will  probably  be  made  early  in  the  year 
1942.  Mr.  James  H.  Ritchie  has  been  appointed  by 
the  Trustees  to  supervise  the  work  to  be  done  under 
this  contract. 

A  contract  for  furnishing  and  installing  new  hot 
water  equipment  in  Laundry  Building  was  awarded 
to  the  Patterson-Kelley  Company,  Inc.,  in  the  sum  of 
$6,325.  Although  this  contract  was  signed  by  the 
Mayor  on  October  1,  1941,  the  contractor  was  unable 
to  start  the  work  on  scheduled  time,  because  of  delay  in 
purchase  and  delivery  of  materials  due  to  "  Priorities.' ' 
It  is  now  expected  that  the  work  will  be  started  and 
completed  early  in  the  year  1942. 

The  contract  of  John  Carruthers  Company  for  the 
installation  of  a  linen  control  system  in  Laundry,  was 
extended  from  April  1,  1941,  to  October  1,  1941,  in  the 
sum  of  $425  per  month.  The  contract  terminated  on 
the  date  scheduled. 


Gate  Lodge  Building. 

During  the  year  Mr.  James  H.  Ritchie  continued  his 
architectural  services  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of 
his  contract  dated  November  2,  1939,  in  connection 
with  alterations  and  improvements  to  existing  gate  lodge 
building,  converting  same  into  a  Nurses'  Dormitory. 
To  date,  Mr.  Ritchie  has  been  paid  $2,500  for  his 
services. 

On  December  1,  1941,  his  Honor  the  Mayor  approved 
the  award  of  a  contract  in  the  sum  of  $2,625  to  the 
Viking  Automatic  Sprinkler  Company  for  installation 
of  sprinklers  in  Gate  Lodge  Building.  No  payments 
were  made  during  the  year  1941,  although  the  work  is 
rapidly  nearing  completion. 


Hospital  Department. 


Works  Projects  Relief  Administration. 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  added  to  the 
Hospital  budget  the  amount  of  $14,386.73  for  the 
purchase  of  supplies  and  materials  for  emergency 
relief  projects,  the  Works  Projects  Relief  Administra- 
tion paying  the  salaries  of  the  workers. 

A.  Shuman  Memorial  Fund  for  Care  of  Men 
Patients  at  the  Boston  City  Hospital. 

To  the  $100,000  bequeathed  by  the  late  Abraham 
Shuman,  $47,057.45  has  been  added  to  January  1,  1942, 
making  the  total  amount  available  on  that  date 
$147,057.45. 

Charles  H.  Tyler  Fund. 

The  $1,000,000  bequest  of  the  late  Charles  H.  Tyler 
is  being  received  in  bonds  and  cash.  Up  to  January  1, 
1942,  $1,223,807.79  has  been  delivered  to  the  City 
Treasurer.  This  fund  will  be  used  for  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  a  surgical  research  building  to  be 
named  in  honor  of  the  late  Dr.  George  G.  Sears.
